— It was reported 
to-ihiy that one t.lionsaiid insnrgeiitfi in 
the province of I'innr del Rio had sii r- 
reniiered unconditionally to the Spuni.sli 
authorities. Tii« town and district of 
Barticoa, province of Santiago de Cuba, 
tire descrilxid as being in a li a-rilile stale 
on account of famine. During thi: moiitb 
of Miirch, of last year, only nine people 
in that di.strict died, but this year dur- 
ing the Kama month, seventy-one per- 
sons dietl. 

There is said lo begreat discontent be- 
tween th« whites and the blacks who 
(tonipose the insurgent armies in the 
field. They all want to be leaders, dt 
appears, and dt is asserted that the 
l;lackH Biiy that when Antonio Maoeo ro- 
tiii iiH (utstwaivl h-e will have to fulfil his 
pi'iiiiiise of seeing that the negroes are 
treated on tin oijiiality with the whites. 
On the other liand, it i.-^ niniored that 
Maceo is worn out with fatigue tmd un- 
able to crosH tiie military line. Under 
tlit'se cireiimslttnces, it, is added, lie i« 
going to try and Htive himself and ollierK. 

The i)la!i, as outlined liere, is lo have 
his forces make lun attack ui)on the 
military line, and if they lire repulsed 
with serious loss he will propose to 
capitulate.

Tx)N*DON, April 23. — Replying to a ques- 
tion, >rr. Chamberlain said that the 
West Indian colonies had represented to 
(.ireat Britain the importiince of im- 
proved telegraph cotnmtinicatioii to 
Great Britain for the purpose of Impe- 
rial defence and commerce and the gov- 
ernment was now considering proposals 
which it was hoped would lead ere long 
to the laying of a submarine cable. 

The Nicaragua government forces 
liave secured a gretit victory over the 
l.eonist reljela by ca|itiiring (Jlirage (iity, 
which has hitherto liecn hekl by llie 
reliels. The railroad, in the possesBioii 
of the insurgents, has also been cut by 
government troops at Amatin and the 
bridges destroyed. For the fourth time 
Momotombo will fall into the hands of 
the government. Earthquakes haveoc- 
tiitrred in Nicaragua every night, and 
though no seridus ilaiiia^'e has reaiilled, 
are causing great iihiriii among the iii- 
liiibitaiits. President Zelaya is still with 
the army in the tield. 

Cliiel Mi'arukaziz and liia followers, 
who havi; lieim cuising sii much troiilik' 
in Zanzibar tliatseveral detachments of 
tieriiiaii trocips had to be sent to TiiiiL'a 
in anticipation of further disturbance.a, 
liave fled from British to German ter- 
ritory, and have now surrendei'ed to 
Baron von Wissman, governor of Ger- 
niiiti Kast Africa. 

In the German reichstag to-day the 
sugar i)ill of the committee passed its 
second reading. It fixes the export 
bounty on raw sugar at 2.50 marks; on 
candy and white sugar in loaves at 3.55 
marks, and on other sorts about 98 per 
cent, polarization at 3 marks. 

The British Admiralty has given 
orders for tlie construction of twenty 
new torpeiki destrdyers. 

The Inikeand nncliesa of Marlborough 
have taken a house in Audley stjuare for 
the season, and will arrive in London 
in a few weeks. This is the 
most fas!iional)le part of the city. 

A \'ienna despatcli to tlu! Daily News 
save that Baron Hirscli will be buried in 
Paris on Sunday. The Vienna corre- 
■epondeiit of the Standard says : " Baron 
T'lirach'a will will bo probated in Paris, 
it is believed it will leave a 
million to his brothers. Accord- 
ing to his marriage settlement the 
BurA'ivor should inherit one half ; but it 
ifi understood that the Baroness agreed 
with lier husband that a number of 
foundations sfiould bo made in the name 
of bolli after the decease of either, also 
thtit only about four millions will re- 
main at her free disposal. The Baron's 
two boys were not legally adopted, 
but they will be well provided for.

Ottawa, April 23.— Everything has 
been rush and turmoil around the par- 
liament luiildings to-day. Members 
were crowding in their last batches of 
camiiaign literature, because as soon as 
))rorogation occurs, the franking privi- 
lege ceases. Others have been busily 
liacking up tlndr belongings and prepar- 
ing to bid farewell to parliamentary life. 
It is mortilly certain that in the incom- 
ing iiarliaiiient, tliere will be more than 
the usual average of changes. The late 
Sir.Tolm .^racdonald's well known ex- 
])ression as to the uncertainty of horse 
races and elections is well remembered 
by the members. 

Parliament was prorogued at 8 o'clock 
this evening. Owing to tiie somewhat 
inconvenient hour there was not such a 
largo representation of the fair se.x in 
the Senate chamber as heretofore.

THE COURTS OF LAW. 



Ml', ilibsticc Drake Kefiises to Quash 
the Conviction in the 
.\lcAnn Caae. 



ArfTunu'iit Heard by tlit; Full Court 
Yesterdiiy in Griltitlis vs. Can- 
onica and Ilalston. 



A judgment on an Interesting point of 
law was given yesterday by Mr. Justice 
Drake on the motion to quash the con 
viction of one JIcAnn by Magistrtite 
Wright, of Kaslo. The judge refused to 
quash the conviction, his reasons being 
as follow : 

The magistrate in this case liaving 
convicteti the defenilant of an infraction 
of a by-law adjudged a penally which 
was in e.\'ce.ss of the jjijiialty allowed by 
law. The conviction was drawn up aiul 
transmitted to the county court in ac- 
cordance with section 81 of Ca|). 2ti, 
1889, of provincial statutes. On 17th 
December, 1895. a rule nisi to quash the 
conviction was obtained. In pursuance 
of the rule the magistrate returned an 
amended conviction, omitting the hard 
labor which had been imposed in the 
lirst instance. The point was raised 
llitil after a conviction luul been returned 
to til',', county court and there liled no 
aniciidmeiiL cotild be made. On this 
)ii)iiit c.x |iarte .Vnsteii, -1 L.T., U)li, was 
cited, anil Lord Coleridge says that mi 
authority e.xists which supjiorta the doc- 
trine that once a bad conviction has 
been liled in the records of the (]uarter 
sessions the magistrate in answer to a 
rule to set it aside may return a good 
one. I don't think Lord Coleridge meiins 
that after a conviction has once been 
returned to the quarter sessions it can- 
not be altered in any respect, as the 
contrary lias been held in many cases. 
See Selwood v. Mount, cap. 9, p. 75, 
and Charter v. Graeme, 13 Ad., and 
Ellis, N.S., 216. But a conviction im- 
perfect from some error or omission in 
drawing it up, although rcturnerl to the 
county court, c;tn be cured by return- 
ing a good convicttiiin in answer to a writ 
of certiorari. The statute IL' and 1:1 
Vic, citp. -10, sec. 7, was |iasaed in order 
to remedy the Ireciuent failure of 
justice owing to conviction being set 
aside on objections to the form of the 
order or judgirieiit irrespective of the 
truth or merits of the matters in ques- 
tion, and it enacts that if upon return of 
a writ of certiorari any oiijection shall 
|je made on account of any oniissiou or 
mistake the court on proof i:iui cor.-ect 
the same, and until the conviction is 
formally returned the magistrate can re- 
turn a good conviction without the errors 
or mistaks complained of. Chaney v. 
Payne, 1 tj. B., 712. The question then 
arises whether the adjudication which 
inflicted htinl labor can when the miigis- 
tratea rclurii a conviction onntting ttie 
hard labor he treated as had. The case 
of Kegiiia v. Hartley, 2()t).U., -LSI, seems 
very much in point, and the case of Ke- 
gimt V. Brady, 12 O. wdicre the court 
held that the adjudication was varied by 
a cluuigi' in the inllictioii of a line or ini- 
liri,S(iiimcnt, thttt such a t-tcp could only 
be taken in the presence of the dcfcnd- 
iint, being in fact ;i new jiulgment, was 
not overruled. The court can only look 
at the conviction returned, and that con- 
viction is valid on its face. The original 
adjudication imposine liard labor was 
not acted upon ; if it had been I think 
the defect could not be cured by return- 
ing a valid conviction. I abstain from 
laying down any general ride as to what 
errors and mistakes in a conviction 
where the magistrate liad jtnisdiction 
over the subject matter Ciui or cannot 
be cured by returning a proper convic- 
tion. 1 think the rule should be refused 
without costs, as the original conviction 
was undoiibtiidly bad.

The appeal in Griflitha v. Canonica 
and Ualaton was heard before the full 
court yesterday. Griffiths leased the 
ground on which the Sunnyside liotel 
in Vancouver is built, for 25 yeais. At 
tho same time Canonica entered into a 
written agreement with Griflitlis to pur- 
chase the building for $000, lo be paiil in 
iiistiilmeiits. Canonicii then sublet the 
prciniscH to Ralston fur ten years, hut 
never paid anytliing tinder the ntrrcc- 
munt. -Vn action was brouglit 
to set aside both leases and the agree- 
ment, and llio Cliii'l iTnstice gave judg- 
ment for jilaintill' in the court below. 
From this decision the jirescnt ajipeal ia 
taken on the ground that tho non-fullil- 
mont of tho torms of the agreement

BEHRING SEA CLAIMS. 

Prospect of nn End to One Part of the Old 
Controversy. 

(From the New Vork Times. I 

The ratification of the treaty providing 
for a commission to determine the 
claims of Canadian scalers against the 
I'liiletl States on account of the seizure 
of vessels in Behring sea promii'cs lo 
put an end to that part of the oUl con- 
troversy. It could liiive been ended 
with less trouble, and probably with 
less expense, by carrying out the agree- 
ment of l.SlIt between ibe .State flepiart- 
ineiit and the Driti.-li iuinisti!r for the 
])aym<int of ii lump sum, bnt Congress, 
in its assuineil wisdom, refused to a|)- 
jiriate the money. 

There has been some misconception on 
this subject on both sides of the Atlan- 
tic, and it may be well to recall the facts. 
This matter was not settled by the Paris 
Arbitration Tribunal in 189;>, but the 
determination of the main question as 
to jurisdiction left no doubt of the re- 
sponsibility (if the United States gov- 
ernment lor the losses. There wiis a 
" spectial limiing" uiion facts iigreed 
upon by the agents of the two govern- 
ments a.s to the seizure of fourtci'ii ves- 
sels and the ilriving of tliice others (Hit 
ofliehiing .'~-ea by our revenue cutters, 
but the quest ion of the value of tlu'.'^e 
and whether any of theni were owned by 
citizens of the United States was with- 
drtiwn from the arbitration will'outaiiy 
rirejudice to our right to raise it in sub- 
sequent negotiations. 

In 1894 fciecrettiry Cresliain and Min- 
ister Pauncefote undertook, by amicable 
agri^inent, to provide for a settlement 
of tnese claims in the speediest and 
easiest way. After a careful examina- 
tion of the claims in the light of all the 
circumstances and of the Paris decision, 
they agreed upon the piiynieiit by the 
United Statos ( idvernnion t, subject to 
the approvtil of Congress, of ^;f2,"i,()l,)0 to 
the liritisli (,i overiiment, wliiidi, subject 
to the aijproval of Parliament, should 
ticcept it and itself satisfy the demands 
of tbeCanadiail sealers. 

There has never been any reason to 
regard this as tmything but a wise and 
prudent, aa well as a friendly, way of 
disposing of tho claima. It would have 
avoided the delay, the trouble, expense, 
and uncertainty,' and the attendant ill- 
feeling, of further negotiations and of 
litigation before a commission. lint 
congress would not vote the money, and 
indulged instead in much unbecoming 
and ill-natured discusHion. There was 
nothing left for a patient lulmiiiistiation 
but to take np negotiations anew for a 
commission to award damages. The 
result was the treaty which the senate 
has just ratified. 

The British government is to appoint 
one commissioner and the United States 
government one, and, unlesH they can 
agree, a th.rd is to be named by the re- 
public of Switzerland, and sessiona will 
be held at Vancouver, Britisli Columbia, 
and at San Francisco, Gal., to receive 
statements and listen to evidence and 
argument and to award damases. It 
will take much time, involve much e.\-- 
pense, and vindicate notliing but the 
obstinate folly of congreaa.

Why do not tho city authorities 
provide bicycles for tho use of officers 
detailed for such duty, as is done in 
other cities, and thereby enable the 
police to nH'ord the citizens the proli'i- 
tioti which they have a right to e.xpcct? 
Tills is urgently neeiled at the park-, 
where furious riding and driving i.s of 
frequent occurrence.

Scene After tlic Uccisioii— The Dr. 
Says He Will Freacli on 
Suuday. 



San' FnANcisco, April 23. — The trouble 

in the First CoiijireKUtional eliiirch over 
the actioiiB of its piistor, liev. Dr. C. 0. 
Browi), (loea not seem to bo endeil with 
tiie minister's suspension by tlie Bay 
conference of Congregational cliurches, 
by a vote of 49 to S2. Dr. Brown Iiub 
announced that he is in the hands of 
the officers of liia churcli, and that ho 
believes a majority of the deacons and 
trustees are favorable to him. lie lias 
also said tliat lie will probably continue 
to preach in the First cliurch, and he 
will probably preach next Sunday. His 
fritnuls says the decision of tlio council 
was a complete surprise to liiin, aa ho 
had I'oMlidonth' o.'cpoctod that the loyal 
friends wlio rallieil around him would 
he able to carry a favorable vote. 

Dr. Brown has made the following 
statement about the verdict of the con- 
ference : 

" The findings of the conference are 
all such a surprise fo nie liiat I feel 

bound ill juatice to my friends to say 
very litllo at |)resenl concerniiii; them. 
In iact, 1 am in doubt a-i to the exact 
mouninj.' of the verdict of susponaion. 1 
do not oviTi know if 1 am now a rottular- 
ly ordained ministoi', ultliouirli my 
friends toll me that under tlio laws of 
the state and of Con<:roi,'atioiialism I 
may still fulfil all the functions of a 
jiroueher of the goapel, such aa marry- 
ing, visiting the sick and comforting the 
dyinp. 

" Xow tliat it is all over I feel to a cer- 
tain extent relieved. Anytbiug was pre- 
ferable to the suspense I liavo undergone 
since the beginning of my trouble. In 
my lioart 1 impugn none of the motives 
of uiy brethren wlio tried and suspended 
me. ' Sometimes it seems to me this is a 
sort of punishment for my ' Herron 
sins,' but possibly this is due to a great 
extent to my imagination. After all I 
am human. This struggle has been to 
uie a matter of life or death, almost. 
Now that it is all over, I i)iit myself in 
the hands of my friends, and will abide 
by the will of things inevitable. 

■' Tlie verdict s])eaka for itself. I can- 
not exactly reconcile the present atti- 
tude of certain ministers of the associ- 
ation with tlieir actions in the ecclesias- 
tical council that heard the charges. 
According to that tribunal I was ac- 
quitted of any immoral conduct. Now 
these same clergymen vote to suspend 
lue from their ministerial and pastoral 
fellowship. It looks as if they were 
juggling with their original verdict. I 
am uoiv in the hands of the officers of 
the church. If they see fit to retain uie 
as the pastor of the First Congre- 
gational church I will remain in the 
pulpit. If the opposite should happen, 
I will, of course, submit to their will and 
retire. Thus far I believe a majority of 
the board of deaeona is friendly to me. 
My friends havi! stood loyally by me in 
my troubles, and, come what may, I 
shall never forget their kindness in the 
hour of my tribulation. Deacon Morse 
says there is no reason why I should not 
occupy my pulpit nest Sunday. If a 
majority of the hoard of deacons is of the 
same opinion, I think I will preach 
there on that day, • 

"I have no plana for the future. I 
have spent the best part of my life in 
the ministry. I am now getting pretty 
■well along in years, and of course I am 
too old to think of beginning a life in an- 
other callinR. I have been lighting for 
my lioine and the honor of my profes- 
sion. The Bay conference says practi- 
cally that I have not cleared myself of 
the ohargL's against mo. In reply 1 say 
I have done tlie best I can. I do not 
know how any man can repudiate aiieli 
serious charges as those preien-eil 
against me more thoroughly t;:au I have 
done. I have asked my aeeusora to 
state the times and jilaceH of the various 
sins attributed to me. They failed ut- 
terly to do this. They have de- 
clared me guilty without furnish- 
ing any definite evidence of my 
^uilt. To each and all of these 
imputations I have replied as best I 
knew. If the Bay conference expects 
more from me than this it is asking 
more than is human. T feel that I liave 
done all in my power in this (liieelion. 
I know ol no nthor hIcj) ! might take 
that would reinstate me into the fellow- 
shin of iny bi'etlireii.'' 

Airs, ^-alall i!. Cooper, whom llrown 
nuule his a-si,-tant pastur, and wli') has 
been lending the fi^ht against the past'ir, 
saya that the ehiircli is deelinint;, and 
that the triisleea must force llrowii to 
retire. Many oromiuiuit Ui-iiigre;;alion- 
alietK believe lirowii will resign without 
making a further li;,dit against the coni- 
biiieil iniluenee oi many uariahioners, 
backed by the iiiflueueo of the confer- 
once. Many prominent and wealthy 
members continue to stand by him, 
h<,ivever, and it is not improbable that 
lie may start an independent church in 
this city. 

Mrs. Mary A. Davidson, whose arrest 
by lirinvn tor lilae.Umail iirocipated all 
the trouljU^ in the chnreli, does not at- 
tenijA to conceal her gratilioation at the

U. S. eonsnl at Bir- 
mingham. 'I'liey were the earliest ar- 
rivals and were warmly greeted. Tho 
Dther i;nests included a miinliero! mern- 
ber.s of the ['layers' clul) of New York, 
which orgaiii/ation baa jiresented, 
through Mr. Barker, a portrait of Edwin 
P>ooth as Hamlet to the Shakespeare 
Theatre and Museum. 

Mr. Bayard drove to the Shakespeare 
church, where a window contributed by 
.Vmericans was to he unveiled. He was 
aeconipanieil by Lord Leifih, the I.onl 
l.ieuteiiant of \VarwiekHhiii\ .-uid whon 
the U.S. ambassador entered the ediliee 
"Hail Colniiibia" was played iipun the 
organ. Mr. liavanl. durim; the eour.-^e 
of a long lilerarv i !i'nrt, referred to the 
special siirnilieanee given Id the presiMit 
eommi'moratidii by the ti'iliutt' of tho 
.\merieana, poiiiliiii; out tho tinielinesd 
of the )i\it as eoiitaining in the recogni- 
tion of ShakespiMi e a cotmuon bond of 
feeliiiL' and sympathy.

J!ef(jre the 
iioreiiioiiy Mr. Bayard said: " I wish to 
call attention to the service. It is that 
of the Episcopal church aa used in Am- 
erica, and instead of a prayer for the 
Queen, a prayer for tho President of tlie 
United States ia used." . 

The few Americans present included 
Mr. 0. H. White, of New York, and 
Bret Uarto. Mrs. De Navarro (Mury 
Anderson) sent her regrets, her health 
preventing her from being present upon 
the oct:asiou. 

After the ceromonio:^ at the church 
had been conclu'led, t he company bad 
luncheon at the lo-vn hull. Mr. liayard 
met with an entlm-oi'itic rsceplion. and 
in replying to the toast of bis health ho 
made a brief address, during wliieli he 
said: "We iiave met at Shakespeare's 
iioine without ti shallow of dilTerence. 
There is no boundary line in it." Tina 
remark was greatly cheered.

that order, and the Goveriuiieiit then 
proceeded to do what Lho 3rd Bubscction 
of section 22 of tlio Manitoba act directs. 
That snbsectioii reads as follows: 

" In case any such Provincial law ia 
from time to time seems to the Gov- 
efiiof-(.ienL'ritl in Council lequis.to for 
the dtie exei'iit ion oi Ihe iumvIhIoiis 
of thin section ia ii.it maile, or 
in case any decision of the 
Governor - Genenil in Council on 
any appeal-under this eeetiOEi is nofcduly 
executed by the proper Provincial 
aiiihoi-ity in that behalf, tlien, and in 
over}' such case, and only in so fur as 
the uircii instances of each case may re- 
(luire, the I'arliaiiient of Canada may 
make remedial laws for the due execu- 
tion of the provisiona of this section and 
of any decision of the Governor-General 
in Council under this section." 

As the Government of Manitoba paid 
no attention to the decision of the Gov- 
urnor-Genei'ul in Council, all that le- 
inained for llie IDoiniriion Ciovcrnnient 
to do was to submit tlio case to the Par- 
liament of Canada as the law directs. It 
was competent for the Governor-General 
in Council, that is, the Dominion Gov- 
ernment, to tell the appellants that 



well it would bo in a position to pay the 
principal long before the loan, matured.

They theref' re 
saw that it would be u comparatively 
easy thing to kill tlie bill, and thus with- 
out considering the injury that its death 
would do the Province of British Colum- 
bia, they deliberately plotted to strangle 
it. 

It will be seen, tiy and by, that the 
parliamentary obstructionists are the 
enemies of the country, and that the 
sooner they are deprived of the power of 
doing mischief the better. 



A SIMPLE QUESTION. 

The Times is perfectly right when it 
says that it is absurdly false to say that 
the Constitution requires the Dominion 
Parliament to restore separate schools to 
Manitoba. It' is also true that the law 
did not require the Court to hang Stroe- 
bel. What the law did, was to give the 
Court the power to try murderers, to con- 
vict them and to punish them. In the 
same way tiie Constitution of Manitoba 
gives the Governor-General in Council 
power to hear appeals frotp the acts of 
the Manitoba Legislature and invests 
Parliament with power to redress by 
remedial legislation any grievance that 
in its judgment may have lieen imposed 
upon the minority by those acts. 

We are surprised that at this time of 
day the Times tjuestions the authority of 
the Governor-General in Council and 
the. Parliament of the Dominion to deal 
with such cases as that which the ob- 
structive minority in Parliament would 
not allow the majority to consider and 
decide upon. Our contemporary ought 
to know that it wastes its space wlien it 
raises objections which have been an- 
swered and shown to be of no force. 

In order to make the matter so plain 
that any person of average intelligence 
will understand it, we will quote the sec- 
tion of the Manitoba Act which applies 
to the case, the one on which the Judi- 
cial Committee of the Privy Council 
founded its decision. Suli-section 2 of 
section 22 of that act reads as follows: 

".\n aiijieal shall lie to the Governor- 
General in Council from any act or ilo- 
ciaioii of the Lcijislalure of the Province 
or of any Provincial authority aliecting 
any right or privilege of the Protestant 
or Eoman Catholic, minority of the 
Queen's subjects in relation to educa- 
tion." 

This is very plain. The Manitoba 
school act of 1S90 was an act of tlie 
Legislature of Manitoba. It took Irimi 
the Roman Catholic, minority privileges 
in relation to education which they had 
enjoyed for nineteen years. The 
minority, under the section we have 
quoted, aiipetiled to the Governor-Gen- 
eral in Council against that :ict. .V 
question wa.s raiHeil id tlie time wlietlier 
the tiri\-eriior-Gcneral in Cmuicil had llie 
power to entertain their appeal and to 
take action upon it. In order to resolve 
all doubts and to make sure that 
the Governor-General in Council iios- 
sessed the power to hear the appeal of 
tiie miiKirity, the advice of thc! .hniicial 
(!(Mnmittfi; of tiie Privy Cuiiiicil wii.s ap- 
jilied for just in tlie same way a.s a jiri- 
vate jieraoii would in a case Unit was 
considered dillicult get the best le';;il 
opinion that was available. The 
Dominion Government could have heard 
the appeal without looking for any other 
professional advice than that of their 
own otlicial legal adviser. But if tliey 
did so a howl would no doubt have been 
raiseil and it would ha ve been declared 
that the Government were acting illeg- 
ally ; that they were doing what the 
Constitution did not warrant them to 
do. So the Government very prudently 
determined to get an opinion on the 
case that would bo considered authorita- 
tive and that could not be queationed 
oven by the enemies ot Manitoba's mi- 
nority. The opinion of the Judicial 
Committee was such that Mr. Ballon 
McCarthy himself was obliged to admit 
.publicly that it was good law. 

The Dominion Government having 
. satisfied themselves that they had power 
to entertain the appeal of the minority, 
heard it and forwarded their deiiision to 
the Government of jNIanitoba. This de-

RIGHTS OF AN ENGINEER. 

The Journal of the Profession in Canada 
Refers to the Jorgensen Dispute 
With the Corporation. 

The Canadian Engineer, the organ of 
the profession in Canada, thus refers to 
the recent trouble between Mr. G. K. 
Jorgenson and the N'ictoria city council, 
uiKlertlie caption "The Rights of an 
Engineer " : 

" A civil entriiK.'er is engaged by a city 
to jierform certain services reiniiring 
special education and skill, which are 
not Dossessed by his enijiloyers. In 
evei'ything callint,' for the exercise of 
these (|Ualitications he is sole judge, and 
his advice cannot pi'operly be se^ aside 
without consultation with other and 
presumably bettor (jualilied mem- 
bers of the |)rofession. Much 
less can those who engage him 
themselves decide upon a course of action 
contrary to that which he believes to be 
correct, and compel the engineer to 
carry it out on pain of dismissal. The 
liliysician is not told that unless the 
patient ajiproves of the treatment he 
will be dismissed. Xor would a surgeon 
be ordered from a iiatient's bedside be- 
cause lu! declined t(j amputate a limb at 
the rei|nest of the relatives. If the mat- 
ter of the amputation bad been one 
wliicli by a written contract was left to 
the deci-ion of the surg(M)n, th(^ inipro- 
l)i-i(!tyof such a disnjis.'^al would Ihh-huk^ 
more evident. 

■'That such views th(^ ihitiescf ])n)- 
fessional men ai'c not held cvei-y whei'i? is 
shown ill the recent out ratreous d ismissal 
hy the <Mty council of N'ictoria, B.C.. of 
(i. E. Jorgensen, C.IO., on the llith Feb- 
ruary, because he refused to sign a let- 
ter wiiicli the Mayor had written to 
Walkeley, King & Casey, contractors for 
waterworks i^nprovements at Beaver 
lake. 'Hiia letter laid down conditions 
as to the extension of the tinu? for the 
comphdion of the works which were 
contr ary to an agrecnieiil already made 
between the (■ontractors and the engin- 
eer, and were consiilercd unreasonable 
by him. In addition to this fact the 
matter of extension was one placed at 
the discretion of the engineer by the 
contract between the city and Walkeley, 
Ring Casey. 

" I'pon the very jiroijer refusal of 
Mr. .Jorgensen to sign this letter lie was 
suspended by the Mayor under his 
])Ower ' to inspect and order the conduct 
of the oflicors and employes of the cor- 
poration and to suspend them for negli- 
gence or carelessness or violation of 
duty.' One b! the councillors was of the 
opinion that it was a serious matter for 
the council ' to blast the youiiL' man's 
lepiiliitinn as an engineer hy actii'ig too 
hiuslily.' He ucimI not have wasted 
time on that view of tin? case; the action 
of the Victoria '-i y cnuricil is a testi- 
monial of the higlir- 1 character, and will 
uiuioubtedly do inoie to advance Mr. 
.lorgensen in his ])r(d'essioh than many 
yearn' eiigiigement with a body of men 
who iioseibly believe that an engineer is 
an otlicial whose Bole duty is to aid his 
employers in taking advantage of those 
who are so unfortunate as to be brought 
into business relations with tbem;"

A customs officer in making an early

On the 
beacdi close to the water lay two in- 
cubators, while a short way out at sea, 
liartially in the lee of Trial island, a 
schooner was bending great sheets of 
sail and was soon speeding at a steam- 
boat rate in the direction of Discovery 
island. Tlie oflicer could come to no 
other coiicliisioii than that it was a case 
of smuggling, but the supposed smuggler 
was rapidly disappearing. While con- 
sidering what to do, it wagon came 
rumbling down the Oak Buy road giving 
him a now idea aa to tlie mysterious 
jiroceedinga going on around him, 
Being too late to hide himself in a se- 
cluded spot he waited until the wagon 
approached, hailed it, and miestioned 
its occupants. These were a Chimvman 
and a white man, Both, of ('ourse, dis- 
claimed all knowledge of any smuggling, 
and although very doubtful of their 
i>usiness at that hour of the morning, 
the oUicer allowed them to eontiiiiio on 
their way. The wagon wag a. large one, 
belonging to the Chinaman, and was 
drawn by a big white horse. There 
was, the customs otlicer believes, good 
reason why such an outtit should 
be secured, and for it the cus- 
toms officer is now hunting. The 
smuggling vessel was paintetl white, 
of large size, and is believei,! 
to have come from Bellingham Bay. 
Tlie schooiicr, no doubt, crossed to A'ic- 
toria under lee of the many islands en 
route, and ia believed to have landed 
considerably more contraband cargo than 
the two incubators. Of these the collec- 
tor of customs yesterday took chaige; 
and they will, no tioubt, lorin im|)i)rtant 
■■idence in a trial which, if possible, 
will be brought about. They are of im- 
mense si/e, and wore evidently intended, 
for someone entering the ranching in- 
dustry.

AKLY in tho thirties tho Le 
Bontillior Bros, of New York 
first tried the experiment iii 
this country of employing 
saleswomen iu the dry goods 
bn.sii)ess, hoping that tho re- 
duction in wiigos would enable thoni to 
under.soU their riviil, A. T. Stewart. Tho 
cnuniug fc-cotohiuau slyly allowed Iheni 
to COD tiutie veithont seeming to iiotice au- 
til tho Frenchmen proved their innova- 
tion ;i .snccc'SK, wlieii lio siniplj- fiillowcd 
.suit, luid oven wont furrhor in tlioir ox- 
perimout by soudiug women ou tho 
road as drnmmeis. In this branch ttiey 
failed, not from incapacity, but becanse 
the newness of tho ide:j made coiintry 
doaler.s kIiv and invkward in bartering 
with wonioD, but tliu novelty and em- 
barrassment have long been relegated to 
the past, and "lady drunimors" are now 
a.s plentiful as successful. 

When women first entered the busi- 
ness, thoy were considered capable of 
soiling (iiilj- insignilicant articles, such 
a.s tlicso on tliu "notion" counter, and 
'handkerchiefs and stockings. The high- 
est weekly pay of the ordinary pioneer 
shopgirl was $5. That is the lowest sum 
a saleswoman now reooivcs. Tho sealo 
a.scouds to ^-'-lO, but this sum inchulo.-> 
other duties beyond that of telling, such 
as those, for example, belonging to tho 
."head" of a department. 

Men only were intrusted with the 
buying of goods until tho shrewd Stow- 
liri conceived tho idea of introducing 
ready mado drosses into his establish- 
ment. Ho placed n young modistu at 
tho head of this department and sent 
her twice a year to Paris to buy goods. 
This was the first womiin buyer. She is 
still alive, and woll known to Kow 
Yorkors as Mujo. Connelly. 

JProm tho small beginning at tho 
thread and thimble counter woman lias 
penetrated into almost evory ramiiica- 
t'on of this groat business, and of all 
tlio multitudinous positions hold by her 
that of buyer is the most responsibJo 
and the best paid. It is also the most 
secnre, for, while the mere saleswoman 
is liable to be discharged at any moment, 
or at best to have her pay rnduccd in 
dull seasons, the buyer, us a rule, has a 
contract of one, two or even three years, 
duration. 

This is mado more in tho interest of 
il'.e oniployor than of tho employee, be- 
cause women buyers are scarce, and in 
such general demand that they can al- 
ways command situations. Tho smallest 
annual salary paid to a woman buyer is 
8d, 600,. tho largest $10, 000, but this i.s 
•e;ccoptional, tlio average being if 5,000. 
iiho rocoivcs no connnissious, but all her 
■expenses are paid. 

• The pay of the male buyer is invari- 
cbly in excess of that of the woman, for 
no discernible reason beyond the aeci- 
(loiital ono of sex, sinco tho qualities 
t!:al; gn tn make tho fiuccossful buyer 
must bo identical in both persons, as aro 
also the duties and responsibilities. A 
number of qualities are indispensable 
to tho huyar. In addition to natural 
i.bility in that poeuliar dirootiuu, a 
woman must have lung e.xporience, good 
judgment, excellent taste and groat tact 
in dealing with people. She must l)o 
bold and self confident enough to seize 
irnon any and overy novel article that 
sho fancies will ])ruve a "(piick seller." 
ylio niu.st ]ioss(!Ss a iierfcot knowledge of 
tho valuo (if ibo ^kkU submitted to her, 
and be quick witted and slirowd iu bar- 
gaining for them. Every firm expects a 
certain ralo of profit upon the money a 
buyer ha.s invested. This must bo deter- 
mined at tho iieriod of "stock taking" 
which usually occurs twice a year — in 
January and .July — when the buyer must 
ehow the amount of profit for tho season 
v: six iii(.;iths. If less than oxpoctod, it 
]iv(ives tliat the goods havo not been ju- 
diciously purchased or too many for tho 
demand, and they have to be reduced 
and "worked off" at bargain sales at a 
loss to tho houHO. 

A buyer must bo on tho constant look- 
out for novoltios and otorually vigilant 
lost some other establLshmeut gets ahead 
of the one she represents. Sho must be 
diligent and persevering, and, unlike tho 
male buyer, absolute sobriety is demand- 
ed of her. 

Sho, however, outnumbera him, iu 
proof of which it will bo sufQciout to 
quoto bnt one gr«at metropolitan house 
with a staff of 87 buyers, 26 of whom 
are women. In all establishments thoy 
buy the clothing worn by women and 
by cliildron of both sexes. They buy 
the fancy goods, joweicy, bric-a-brac, 
laces, glassware, house furnishing 
goods, millinery, cloaks, wraps, perfum- 
ery, hooks, stationery and frequuntly 
silks and volvots. hi short, womou buy 
everything except men's clothing and 
Huoh goods as require no taste in selec- 
tion, such as cloths, Bhirtings, sheetings, 
muslins, flannels and other wpolens. 
Tho sale of such cumbersome goods is 
also made wholly by men. 



As made up goods aro purchased from 
four toHixiiioutlis bei)ro thoy aro placed 
on sale, a buyer must be able almost to 
feel what the styles of the future ifvill 
be when "soleoting samples" — as V.o 
models are called, after which are maiio 
the gowns iindolhcr garments to lie sold 
tho ousniuj! seiisun. Tlio risk is ( liuc:- 
cinlly great iu tho buying of furs, as it is 
hardly posaiblo to foresee or even to 
conjecture just what kind of frir may 
take tho fomiuiuo fancy half a year 
after purchases aro mado, or what freak 
of sniiui I'ni-cigii leader of fashion may 
eau.su totally uiu>.\iiectod changes in tlio 
shape or material of fur garments, there- 
by throwing ou the dealer's hands a 
quantity of expensive and out of date 
srcjok, which is too valuable and too un- 
salable tu lie "worked (ilf" at a loss at 
tho bargain counters and by "speci:;! 
fialos. " All that can bo done is to hold 
over tho stock till tho fashion swings 
around to it again, which it ia sure tu 
do if ono can hut wait; long enougli. 

If a buyer thinks that a certain stylr 
of anytliinH will jileaso slioxipors, she 
gives a largo order for it ; if in doubt, a 
very small one. Tho book buyer, for in- 
stance, Will not bay more than a dozeu 
copies of a new author's book. If that 
number sells quickly, sho fools safu in 
repeating and increasing tho order. 

The selection and ordering of gov.'us, 
etc. , take place either in the upper rooms 
of tho dry goods house or in these of the 
manufactnror, who submits to the buyi r 
tho models ho has niceivotl from tl:::! 
head center and originator of m(.(h>.-, 
Pari«. But by no means is all accepted 
that is sent. 

It is known in tho Fixncii capital tluit 
Aiuorieaii wnnien will not blindly fnl 
low any fashion, liowever ji. i '.: 1;.; 
abroad, and the caterers to llio -Nr.'u 
can trade thoieforu .submit to mu liici;; 
tion ; eoase(]ueiitly many a siylo siqi- 
pnsi'd tube sirii-ily I'aiis^an was nuale 
at the suf^gi'sl inn (^f iiieinii/dlilan man- 
ufacturers or of (iiir ^^onl(•ll buyers. 

In addition to ihis mi tlicd of obtain- 
ing the latest modes, a foreign buyer is 
attached to every large dry goods house. 
Sho goes twice yearly to Europe and 
purchases whatever sho thinks will 
Ijrovo attraolivo in tho American mar- 
ket. To a woman fond of travel and its 
changes of i-ceno tho position of foreign 
buyer is oven moro agreeable than that 
of tho homo buyer, tliougli both aro so 
enviable as to make them voritablo 
queens of trade. Their omployors have 
confidence in their judgment, giving 
them authority to dispose of large sums. 

Their colaborers defer to them and 
tradrsuK'n contend for their patronage. 
Ii tlieymako a mistake in buying goods, 
tho loss is not theirs, but that of the 
firm they rejiresent. Moreover, their 
success is achieved while they are still 
young enough to enjoy its emoluments 
anil plensares. Br.t since buyers are not 
born so, how aro thi'y mado? As a rulo, 
by I'voluliiiii from tlui most huniblocon- 
■;;itien in the v.iiole business — that of 
ca.shgirl at a weekly pay of about ^2. 
A. very young girl will soon display 
ibility if iii)ss(>-seil iif any. It will bo no 
ijuickly ri cri;]!]-/,!'!!, euc-ouraged and 
' , V, ;u(led by laiinnition, and so, stop by 
;;i|i, slowly along tlio wholo lino of 
;,: i;gress3on, from promotion to promo- 
lion tu now one, now the other depart- 
niput, sho advances until by the time 
she reache.s womanhood sho has learned 
tho bnsine.'-H from tho ground up. She 
thus becomes an expert saleswoman, and 
may he plucHd in charge of certain stock 
or made assistant to a buyer, being re- 
ferred to us priiioipal in the absence of 
her .superior. Sho has fitted herself for 
the position which sho usually obtains 
when a vacancy occurs through resigua 
tion, sickness, death or other vicissitude 
or reason for retirement of the head cm- 
jiloyee. Or a now department may bo 
opened of wliioh sho is mado tho buyer. 

Most ladies when shopping will have 
noticed bareheaded, half grown girls 
busily matching a hunch of samples; 
they are very particular in getting tho 
shade and texture exactly like the pat- 
tern, and when satisfied thoy order tho 
gciiils to be"sentuii." Tli(>so are tlii 
buyers of the future ;vho aro luiv.' in- 
sensibly learning that branch of the 
business. Tho samples are those sent ai 
the opening of every season by tho lari^e 
establishments to tlieir out of town cu.-.- 
tonicrs, who sekn-r from the saiiiiiles tlie 
material of which they order dresses 
made up. The dressmakers' time is too 
valuable to be wasted iu matching 
nodds, so rlieir small assistants aro as- 
sig!ie(l tlie task. But all buyers do i;i;t 
!,'railuati' frdin the eashgn l class. 

.\lanyaii incxiieriencoil girl outers a 
.-liii'o as a nicre "extra" during a holi- 
day rush, but displays snch aptitude for 
the oeeuiiation that she is olTered a per- 
manent. ]ilaeo. Skill and experience load 
to iiroimilion, and she, too, rises Uiitil 
sho may bo brought very near the buy- 
er, into whoso shoes sho easily slips 
when opportunity presents them for her 
use, 

Tu the buyer is duo almost all flie 
great "bargain" sales. From lime te 
tiiai! slie goes through her stock, sorting 
i.ui oertain goods which have remained, 
(contrary to expectation, rather long nn 
hand. These are placed uu tho bargain 
tables, marked down to half what they 
cost. 

A firm of niorohauts contemplating 
the purchase of a bankrupt stook usually 

su;id their buye.rii to look over it in bulk 
anil valuo it. yiinuitimtfs the sale is of- 
footed without tliis by tho respective 
lawyers tho contracting parties. The 
stock when delivered is diatribnted 
among the varioun departments to which 
it bolouRH, the buyers fiziug the prices, 
often much bolow tho actual valuo of 
tbo articles. The object is not so .much 
to make money on tl)o bankrupt stock 
itself as by the advertisement to attract 
an extraordinary crowd to the store, 
once inside of which a woman is likely 
to make all her purchases thoro. To give 
a shopper no excuse for leaving the 
])rouiiso.s is the reason why lunch coun- 
ters and restaniontB ware introdnoed in- 
to many of our itnmenso dry goods 
houses. Slirowd appreciation of tho na- 
ture of feminine humanity ha.s proved a 
Bonrce of largo revenue to enterprising 
morohanta dealing with women. '

Mrs. Lnlrcy is n pupil of Yaa Mnrcke 
(in fact, thu only privato pupil ho ever 
Iitid). yiui lias followed his exiunpli) 
rather than his esauiplcs aud oroufcd 
for bersolf, or rather evolved from her- 
self, hor own style. Her verve aud orif^- 
iiiality iinprossoil her in:i.'-:t(n', :ict;ns- 
toiiied as lie was to servile imitation, 
and lie tidvisod l:or to seek no uioio tui- 
ticn from toticliers, however unuiod, but 
to givu nil lior hetu't to nature, the only 
leaehor slio needed. Thus lie recot;iii;-.e(l 
her threat talent. 

As a f^irl Mrs. Lnkey scvircply .siis- 
jiei'toil the nalunil bent of lier own tal- 
ent. Her early elVorts in art were oxclu- 
sively idyllic, C'kiudelike studies. In 
tiuise early days it ia doubtful if she 
painted a cow at nil, save its an appro- 
;)ri:ite fetiUiro uf a kuid.sciipc, not iu tin: 
Ictist as a masterful inolif. 

A.S :i child Mrs. Lakoy longed for 
iiotliiiit! so nmeh tin to paiut, only to 
iniiiit I When slie was 5 years old, her 
childish i>eo{.;rai)hy , her ^:p^.■lIill^ manual 
were piiiuteil to tho full, ifaif^ins to 
pa^eH tlmro wcrenuiio! It was all a story 
of the artist, rod, wliito and blue. But 
lier father had detcrniiiieil to uiako a 
mathematician of her. VVoe to the 
fricud who should encourage what he 
considered iirulitlesa ]mstimo — the old 
stnry of Jacob, whoso ambitiou for his 
son wa.s slicep shearing, while God's 
goal for the boy was to walk among tho 
stars. So the paints were borue away 
from her.

In 
this jiool aio rt:llectcd tbo heavens 
beyond the rjere frame. In thi.s picture 
one is forced to see beyond tho moro 
bruA work. It possesseH that spiritual 
quality ■without v.'hicli art is poor. Art 
is not photography, describing things as 
they are. Art lifts tho veil and reads tho 
inner meaning of nature and its effects 
upon the seer. The man who sees is the 
artist, the author, tho poet. Tho man 
wh"i sees greatly is tho genius.

Danish ladies are, of course, as hetero- 
geneous, seducing, disappointing and 
adorable as the ladies elsowhoro.

Tho 
most winsome of them aro English in 
tljeir ways opto a certain point, thoagli 
they have not the elasticity of move- 
ment that an athletic training gives.

BAYONETS AND BULLETS. 

Spanish Government Advised to Make No 
Concessions But to Put Bown Cuban 
Rebellion by Force. 

M.M)i£ii), April 23. — Tlienewsnaper.s of 
this city discuss the rumors of negotia- 
tions between Washington City tind 
Madrid regarding Cuba. El Liberal 
thinks Sjiain might yield to the friendly 
suggestion from the European powers 
that she give Cuba liberties compatible 
with Spanish sovereignty, but " never 
to the suggestion of the tJnited States." 

The Imparcial says : " If the govern- 
ment tolerates the intervention of the 
United States in Cuba the nation will 
repudiate it." 

'The Nacional exiiresses the opinion 
that the insurgents will not lay down 
their arms, even in exchange for auto- 
nomy, and that, therefore, " the only 
way to 'ermiiiate the rebellion is liy 
arms, and not by laws." 'The Nacional 
concludes: " 'fliere is no government 
in Spain which dares now offer Cuba 
anything but bayonets tind bullets." 

U. S. PACIFIC CABLE. 

House Cominittee Meet on Saturday to Dis- 
cuss the Subject. 

Washington, April 23.— The House 
committee on commerce decided that if 
congress grants a subsidy for a cable it 
should not be greater than $100,000 a 
year for twenty years. A substitute 
bill was offered by Mr. Corliss of Michi- 
gan to authorize the postmtister- 
general to advertise for bills from 
cable comiianies lor doing the crble bus- 
iness of the United States between the 
coast niul [the Hawaiian Islands and 
Jajian, for a term of 20 years, under con- 
ditions which congress would ]>rescribe 
in the bill. The Postmaster-General 
would rejiort the re.«ult of the bidding to 
congress at the beginning of the next 
session, and the olfer of the lowest re- 
sponsible bidder would be accepted. 
The cominittee will hold a special meet- 
ing next Saturday to again discuss the 
cable ipiestion.
